DEMANDS $30,000 
FROM CLEVENGER 


Margaret Fritch and Son Blain 


Bring Actions For Damages and 


Malicious Prosecution 


INVOLVED IN THREE SUITS 


Says Fred Clevenger Caused Them 


Mental Agony, by Having Son 


Falsely Imprisoned 


Following in the path of two crim- 


inal cases against Fred Clevengei 
in the local court, comes now Blain 
Friteh and his 
mother 
Margaret 


Friteh of Indianapolis, and in three 
civil suits demand a total of $30,000 
heart balm, alleging that the de- 
fendant injured 
their 
reputations, 


and caused them mental agony. 


Blain Friteh is plaintiff in 
two 


suits, each asking $10,000 judgment, 


. one being a complaint for exemplary 


damages and the other for malicious 
prosecution; his mother seeks $10,- 
000 on a complaint for exemplary 
damages. 


The two plaintiffs were main wit- 


nesses for the state in the prosecu- 
tion of Cleveugcr on a liquor charge 
sind also on a charge of subornation 
of perjury,' heard recently and upon 
which he was found guilty on each 
case, and appeals are being present- 
ed to the Supreme Court. 


The case asking for damages on 


the exemplary complaints, alleges 
that on December 15, 1922, the de- 
fendants negotiated with Harry C. 
Webster, sole owner and operator 
of a detective agency in Indianapo- 
lis, .and Homer Smaller, a detective 
in his employ, to "plant'' booze in 
the Friteh home, 708 North Alabama 
street, Indianapolis. 


The complaint alleges that the de- 


fendant gave Smalley $8 to buy li- 
quor and "plant" it in the Fritcli 
home, and on December 16, the com- 
plaint alleges that the detective ag- 
ency notified the police department 
that there was liquor in the -home, 
ami a ^cnrcli \v.-is conducted.

10 NEGROES BURN 


IN CHICAGO FIRE 


Old Fashioned Three Story Tenement 
^Building, Proved Fatal-Fire Trap_ 


For Occupants N' 
•-• 


MANY ARE INJURED 


Panic Broke Out When Flames Were 


Discovered in Center of Building 


—Housed 175 Persons 


Chicago, June 21—Ten negroes 


were burned to death and eleven in- 
jured, some seriously, when fire de- 
stroyed an old fashioned three story 
tenement building in the "black belt" 
today. 


A police announcement said nine 


bodies had been recovered and one 
man died -after being taken from the 
structure, which, firemen declared, 
burned "like a paper box". 
More 


than 175- negroes, 
including many 


children were asleep in the building 
when flames were discovered. 


The fire was reported 
to have 


started in -a second hand store on 
thei-ground floor. The proprietor is 
held by police for questioning. 


The tenement is. 'located at 22nd 


and Federal streets.

Boxing Champions by Whim 


By PAUL B. MALLON 
(U.'P. Staff Correspondent) 


New York, une 21—''When is a 


champion not a champion?" 


Ask the New York State Boxing 


Commission. 


The board of governors of boxing 


in New York is practicing a policy 
of lifting the championship laurel 
from the head of one 
boxer 
and 


placing upon the brow of another. 
Thus are champions made in New 
York. They needn't fight. All they 
have to do is .place a forfeit with the 
commission, wait six months, and if 
the challenge is not taken up they 
forthwith become champion of their 
class. 


A champion may be champion in 


the state of New Jersey and every 
other state in the country, and yet ji, 
few miles away there would still be 
another champion of {.he same class 
in New York. • 


This was not the 
purpose 
for 


which the law was made. The pur- 
pose of this provision was to avoid 
the old rnle of champions dodging 
ights with contenders they 
feared. 


Before boxing regulations were in- 
troduced, a champion could refuse 
o meet any of his chief contenders 


and thereby retain his. ' title -even 
though* he might not be the best man 
of the doss.

matters any. It 
only 
eomplieatec 


things. ^ 


The commission lifted the titled of 


Mickey Walker "because he had failed 
to answer the forfeit of Dave Shade. 
The title thereupon was 
given 
to 


Shade. A perfect law would not 'have 
permitted this. It would have COM- 
PELLED Walker to meet 
Shade, 


and determine which was best. Af- 
ter the order was issued, Walker did- 
n't worry any. He went oji fighting 
in other states under the name of 
champion; He. did just 
What 
he 


pleased outside of New York. 


When the commission decreed that 


Johnny Kilbane -was no longer cham- 
pion because he would not meet Eu- 
gene 'Criqui, it didn't worry Kilbane 
either. He -went on picking up money 
in other communities as he pleased, 
and when he got good and ready to 
fight Criqui 'he/did—and lost -his tir 
tie. 
' 


If every state where boxing is 


permitted had a state commission 
and these state commissions were 
bound together as a sort of "court of 
justice" this old rale could be elim- 
inated and a. national policy toward 
boxing established.

Indianapolis, Ind., June 21—Mc- 


Corinick's Creek Canyon 'State Park, 
one of the chain reservations operat- 
ed under supervision of the state 
conservation department is proving 
very popular with recreationists and 
seekers of out door pleasures al- 
though the summer season was long 
delayed, according to a report filed 
by Charles G. Saurers, in charge, 
with'Richard Lieber, 
conservation 


director for this state. 


In excess of a 
thousand people 


visited this park last week, the re- 
port says a.nd adds, "there is really 
no question that this 
reservation 


will eventually be as popular as Tar- 
key Run'because all who visit it like 
it very much and bring back assur- 
ing reports." 


This 350-aore reservation is sit- 


uated on State Road 32 and is very 
accessible to southern Indiana cities. 
It is onlv a little over sixty miles 
out of Indianapolis and in the past 
two seasons proved 
popular with 


CnpitoJ city folks because 
of 
the 


scenic motor routes thereto. Excel- 
lent hotel facilities prevail at the 
park and reserve a.bounds in primi- 
tive beauty sreeh as splendid timber, 
deep, scabrous canyons, variety of 
plant life, et cetera. As a recreation- 
al center it is possibly without peer 
in southern Indiana. 


Sixteen new rooms have been add- 


ed to the hotel equipment at Clifty 
Falls Park, near Madison, according 
to Mr. Sauers' report. In this re- 
spect 'conservation officials "convert- 
ed a large barn into a: hostelry 
for 


lodging. A large farm -house which 
last year was remodeled into a liotel 
but in which sleeping accommoda- 
tions are limited stands on a 400 
foot bluff in a bend of the Ohio river 
and gives a view of river and low- 
lands for nearly ten miles in either 
direction. From this immense 
cliff 


one sees a wonderful panorana of 
the Ohio Valley, while the City of 
Madison, nestling; in the foothills a 
few miles distant, gives the impres- 
sion of some Alpine village so dear 
to the eye of the tourist of Contin- 
ental Europe. 


Extensive development o£ 
Clifty 


Falls Park is proposed by the con- 
servation commission and when plans 
now formed are carried into 
effect, 


this state park will be the pride of 
every Hoosier, it is believed.
